Problems in County

Faced with an approaching population of 6,000,000 
persona in a 4,083 square mile 'area, Los Angeles County 
has just decentralized ita adminigtration of public recrea­ 
tion in order to provide better localized recreation service,

Problem Acute.
Johnson said that during the 

past year the problem of ad­ 
ministering recreation ' for 321 
Los Angers County parks and 
school playgrounds from a cen­ 
tral downtown Los Angeles of­ 
fice had become "acute"'.

"We found that, with 'bigness' 
you lose the dose personal re­ 
lationship with the people in 
the community," Johnson said. 
"Patrons of the recreation pro 
gram acquire the feeling that 
the central recreation office is 
no longer personally interested 
in their community recreation 
problems and that the main 
office is too far away.

"We learned that asking our 
patrons to contact our Los An­ 
geles central office for their 
local program details was caus­ 
ing them too much trouble, and 
that they resented it..

"The principle of decentrali­ 
zation and its practice is not 
new, but perhaps the 'twists' we 
have given it are different.

"Under our decentralized plan, 
each division recreation director 
Is charged with complete re­ 
sponsibility for providing and 
administering a, comprehensive 
community recreation program 
within his geographical area.

"Our Senior Recreation Direc­ 
tors, working out of each of the 
six division offices, now assume 
'face-to-face' supervision respon­ 
sibilities for playground person­ 
nel and local recreation activity 
programs. None of the Senior 
Recreation Directors has more 
than a maximum of 22 park and 

areas under his jurisdic­ 
tion. He has no other major 
responsibilities.

"Initially, this delegation of 
responsibility for the recreation 
carry it out was a difficult prob 
lem to our staff. The change 
from a strong centralized plan 
of oper/Ulon to a decentralized 
program required education and 
acceptance of all concerned.

"in keeping with the idea of 
a self-contained unit, the Divi­ 
sion Recreation Directors ar* 
glyen complete administrative 
responsibility for th erecreation 
program within their geographi­ 
cal service area.

"They are expected to act lit 
the same manner as an adminis, 
trator of recreation in a 
community.
